We Can Sell to Germany 


by J. A. M. Marjoribanks, H.M. Minister (Economic) at

in fact only three other countries in the whole world to whom 

we sell more than to the Federal Republic. There is no doubt 
that we can sell to Germany. Many British exporters, faced with 
tough German competition in other parts of the world, may find 
this a little surprising. But in a specialized and highly developed 
industrial economy, such as that of West Germany, and with a public 
developing more sophisticated tastes and demanding an ever greater 
range of choice, there are plenty of gaps in German production to 
be filled from outside. The figures show that British manufacturers 
have been increasingly successful in supplying these wants. And at 
the same time they are taking the measure of German competition 
on its own home ground. 


It is true that there is a lot of confusion just now about the future 
of our exports to Europe in general and in particular to the Common 
Market countries of which Germany is one. Growing tariff discrimina- 
tion is obviously a problem but the recent revaluation of the Deutsche 
Mark will make all imported goods cheaper in Germany relative to 
domestically produced goods. I am convinced that Anglo-German 
trade can go on expanding rapidly provided British firms approach 
trade with Germany in the right way. 


I should like to emphasize five points here: First, Anglo-German 
trade can be a matter of fruitful exchange and co-operation; secondly, 
the West German market is wide open to foreign manufactured goods; 
thirdly, Britain has shown by many impressive examples that she 
can sell to Germany; fourthly, success in this market demands high 
quality and the most careful attention to individual requirements; 
and fifthly, there is a wide variety of assistance available to United 
Kingdom exporters.

together with a multitude of contacts between British and German 
businessmen and collaboration in mutual enterprises. Trade has 
grown remarkably in the past few years. The German trade returns 
show that United Kingdom exports to the Federal Republic of 
Germany in 1960 were three times as large as in 1953: £54 million 
in 1953 compared with £167 million in 1960. At the same time, 
Western Germany's exports to the United Kingdom have also risen 
substantially, from £66 million in 1953 to £184 million in 1960. And 
it is worth noting that trade between the two countries increased at 
a higher rate than did British or German trade with other countries. 
Most of this expansion has been in the field of manufactured goods. 
As in the case of our own exports to Germany, German exports to 
us consist of a wide range of goods in which finished products are 
the most important element. There are also many signs of a desire 
on both sides to agree on joint development in such fields as aircraft 
construction, engines, electronics, etc., i.e. all fields in which there 
is a fast rate of development and technical knowledge, and in which 
collaboration can produce quicker and more far reaching results. In 
Western Germany there is a widespread hope that this trend should 
continue and that no difficulties arising from preferential tariff 
arrangements shouid be allowed to frustrate it. 


The German Market is Wide Open 


There is a large and expanding market in Western Germany for 
almost every type of product. And, practically speaking, no quota 
restrictions exist except in regard to certain foodstuffs. The tariff 
level is in general moderate, even despite the implementation of the 
Common Market provisions; and there is no prejudice against British 
or other foreign goods. It is worth noting too that German economy 
has been continually expanding over the past 10 years, during which 
the gross national product has more than doubled. 

German production and exports have reached record levels and 
further expansion is only limited by full employment and full capacity. 
The booming state of German industry thus provides opportunities for 
the sale of a wide range of industrial supplies, while as regards con- 
sumer goods the market is a rich and growing one owing to the general 
increase in prosperity and purchasing power. 


The housing programme will maintain a demand for furniture and 
all types of household apparatus for many years to come. Such condi- 
tions of overfull employment and capacity offer opportunities for 
United Kingdom exporters. In many fields they may find that they 
can deliver more promptly and so achieve direct exports, or they 
may be able to put available capacity at the disposal of German 
manufacturers for sub-contract work. 

But where direct exports are difficult owing to cost differences, 
tariff barriers, etc., many United Kingdom firms have decided to 
set up a branch or subsidiary in Germany. Others have established 
sales organizations here. T'wo, I can think of, have used this method 
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to build up an excellent business in contractors’ olent and in domestic 
electric appliances respectively. 

Some others again have set up manufacturing companies here, 
either independently or using the facilities available through associa- 
tion with an existing German company. The various local authorities 
in Germany welcome British companies intending to set up manu- 
facturing plant, and are ready to assist with, for example, the selection 
of a suitable site. 

A semi-official body, the Nordrhein-Westfalische Industrie 
Forderungs-gesellschaft, has recently been set up in Dusseldorf to 
help firms settling in North Rhine-Westfalia, the most populous and 
industrialized State of the German Federation. Although sites are 
available, labour is a problem in most parts, and local authorities are 
most interested in new industries which will supply a particular need 
in their areas. 

But most foreign firms still depend on direct exports, using an 
established German agent. In deciding on sales arrangements in 
Germany, many firms have realized that it is not only the German 
market which they must have in view, but that Germany is also a good 
distribution centre for the Common Market countries as a whole and 
in some cases for other countries such as Switzerland and Austria. 


U.K’s Best Customer in Europe 


I mentioned earlier the big increase in our import and export 
trade with Western Germany, and that the Federal Republic is now 
the United Kingdom’s best customer in Europe, as well as her principal 
supplier. Finished goods account for more than 50 per cent. of United 
Kingdom exports to Western Germany, semi-finished goods (notably 
woollen and worsted yarns, non-ferrous metals and scrap and fuel 
oil) for about 25 per cent., and raw materials, of which the largest 
item is raw wool, for about 10 per cent. 

The manufactured goods which we are selling to Germany inciude 
almost every category imaginable; the trade statistics at the foot of 
this article give some indication of the main groups. In the domestic 
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appliance field, for example, our exports of washing machines in the 
first 10 months of 1960 amounted to DM 7,962,000 or nearly half as 
much again as in the same period the previous year, and domestic 
refrigerators DM 1,040,000. 

In the same period, DM 24,364,000 worth of knitting machines 
were sold to German textile factories, nearly double the figure in the 
previous year. DM 19,515,000 worth of diesel engines were sold to 
customers in both North and South Germany by leading United 
Kingdom firms; this was 20 per cent. more than the previous year. 
DM 11,380,000 worth of printing machinery were also sold, more 
than three times the value in the previous year. 

This figure included a new rotary press of advanced design installed 
by one of the big German publishing houses for the printing of a 
daily newspaper in Berlin. DM 7,981,000 worth of machine tools for 
cutting were sold, nearly double the 1959 figure, and this may reflect 
the success of British firms who participated in the International 
Machine Tools Fair held in Hanover in September 1959. 


A more than 100 per cent. increase in sales in interchangeable 
tools was also shown, reaching a figure of DM 6,943,000 in the first 
10 months of 1960. DM 29,494,000 worth of agricultural tractors 
was sold in this period, an 8 per cent. increase on the very satisfactory 
volume of business which has been built up over the past few years 
mainly by two large United Kingdom manufacturers, who are selling 
their tractors in all parts of Western Germany. 


Other United Kingdom goods taken in good volume on the German 
market are cranes and other mechanical handling equipment, paper 
making machinery, pumps, chemicals, paints and varnishes, yarns 
and fabrics of various materials, tin plate, asbestos goods, toys, carpets, 
women’s wear. It is worth mentioning the efforts which the British 
carpet and toy industries have made, with considerable success, to 
penetrate the German market, notably by exhibiting at the Nuremburg 
and Frankfurt Fairs respectively. 

Exports of toys amounted to DM 3,423,000 in the first 10 months 
of 1960, an increase of 57 per cent., while exports of carpets reached 
DM 4,173,000, an increase of 181 per cent. over the sdme period in

1959. These industries are continuing their sales campaign in Germany 
and hope to expand their business still further. 


It is true that these results have been achieved in conditions where, 
with only a few exceptions, imports from the United Kingdom have 
not suffered from tariff discrimination favouring Common Market 
countries. As from the beginning of this year, the steps taken towards 
bringing the Common Market external tariff into force in the Federal 
Republic have resulted in higher tariff rates being imposed on goods 
coming into Germany from countries outside the Common Market, 
including the United Kingdom; whereas at the same time there has 
been some reduction in the rates applicable to imports from the 
Common Market countries. It must be admitted that in some cases 
the tariff discrimination against United Kingdom goods will make it 
difficult for United Kingdom firms to expand or even to retain their 
share of the market. In other cases the tariff differential is small and 
should make little difference to sales. 


In a wide intermediate category, there is a differential which will 
probably affect our sales severely if we do not react by appropriate 
sales measures and take advantage of the very real opportunities 
approaching them in the ways this market demands. I think the list 
at the end of this article, showing tariff rates on some important items 
of our exports to Germany, may be useful here. 


The German Market Demands the Best 


The German buyer will consider purchasing goods from any 
country if the price and quality are attractive. In many cases he 
prefers foreign consumer goods, when they have a special appeal 
or reputation (for example, Scotch whisky, Chippendale furniture, 
Axminster carpets), but he does demand that he should be offered 
the best product available, high class service and close attention to 
his requirements. 


Large German department store chains attach such importance 
to getting exactly the right kind of goods to suit the customers’ tastes 
that experts are sent into producing countries such as Italy, Portugal 
and as far afield as Hong Kong to study what the local industry is 
producing or can produce; in some cases manufacturing contracts 
are placed in this way or even special industries are set up whose pro- 
duction is directed to the German market. 


This kind of keen interest in foreign suppliers — which extends, of 
course, to United Kingdom sources of supply — must be met by an 
equal determination on the part of the United Kingdom manufacturers 
to co-operate with German buyers in meeting the requirements of 
the market. To be frank, this is far from being the case so far as the 
German market is concerned. Alongside the small, though increasing, 
number of British firms who have really made a thorough study of 
this market, there are many who regard it as a subsidiary one or too 
difficult. Let me quote an example of this lack of attention to the re- 
quirements of the market. 


A leading German retail trader mentioned some time ago his in- 
ability to persuade some United Kingdom producers of chinaware

to make articles suited to German tastes. He mentioned, for example, 
coffee pots which are of the tall type in Germany, whereas his British 
suppliers would only produce squat models resembling teapots. May 
I mention one or two other points an English exporter should watch 
out for? Errors in translation of brochures and other publicity material 
are frequently found, although the absence of any literature at all in 
German is much more common. Quotations, too, should invariably be 
c.i.f., in Deutsche Marks and metric weights and measures. 

‘The keeping of delivery promises is obviously important; British 
firms are not now generally criticized for long delivery dates, but what 
often upsets the German customer is the failure to keep to a delivery 
date, whatever it is, once it has been promised. Finally, there is the 
question of adequate support of agents and distributors in Germany, 
which means the supplying of sufficient publicity material, catalogues, 
etc., prompt attention to correspondence, and, in appropriate cases, 
proper technical support and help with after-sales service. 


How should the British Exporter set about Selling in Germany? 
And what Help and Advice can he get? 


I have mentioned above the broad choice between direct exporting 
usually to a sole distributor or through a commission agent, and the 
setting up of a sales or manufacturing subsidiary. Let me concentrate 
on the business of finding a distributor or agent, since this is still the 
sales method adopted by the majority of foreign firms. There are 
several ways of going about it. 

You can write to the Commercial Department of this Embassy, or 
to one of the Consulates in Germany if only one region is concerned, 
either directly or through the Export Services Branch of the Board 
of Trade. The finding of agents and distributors is the main part of 
the commercial work done in the Embassy and the Consulates. They 
are in touch with business men in a wide variety of fields. It is their 
job to be able to suggest the name of people with whom you can discuss 
your problems and to put forward the names of suitable representatives. 

The Federation of British Industries also has a representative in 
Germany — Colonel L. E. A. Parkin, Koln-Marienburg, 
Goltsteinstrasse 219 — who handles a considerable number of agency 
inquiries of this type. The Embassy, the Consulates or the Federation 
of British Industries will provide you with advice on special points 
and snags to look for. As an example, it is frequently not enough to 
let one man or one firm, be he in Hamburg, Dusseldorf or Frankfurt, 
take on the representation for the whole of Germany. 


Germany, both from a manufacturing and a commercial point of 
view, is a very de-centralized country, and it is often desirable to 
appoint three or four different agents in different regions in order to 
cover the market effectively. The Embassy or the Consulates can 
always advise you whether, in the particular circumstances of your 
trade, you should look for more than one agent; and can always 
provide you with a report on the suitability of any given firm to handle 
your business either in the country as a whole or in a limited area. 


The following is an example, one of many, of the ways in which 
British business can be helped by the work of a Consulate. In March 
1959 a German firm told H.M. Consulate at Dusseldorf that they 
would like to represent United Kingdom carpet manufacturers. 
The firm’s background was checked and they were considered in 
every way a suitable representative of a British firm. They were then 
introduced to British companies in Kidderminster and Scotland 
who invited the owner of the firm to the United Kingdom for two 
weeks. His advice on designs and marketing arrangements was 
accepted. 

A distribution warehouse to hold the principal stocks and to cover 
North Germany was opened in Hamburg, while the agent himself 
covers the States of North Rhine-Westfalia, the Rhine Palatinate, 
Hesse and the Saar with his own showroom in Dusseldorf and a 
colleague with a showroom in Stuttgart covers Southern Germany. 
The following year the agent and his two associates achieved sales 
running into millions of Deutsche Marks on behalf of his United 
Kingdom principals. 

The advice provided by the Embassy, Consulates and the Federation 
of British Industries is, of course, not limited to the specific problems 
of finding an outlet. They are all the time busy helping firms with a 
wide variety of other questions; exploring the market generally, 
clearing up tariff and customs problems, helping with the setting up 
of subsidiary companies, exhibiting at trade fairs, etc. And the British 
Trade Council in Germany, which perhaps may be considered as 
an embryo chamber of commerce and which comprises over 120 
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firms in various regions of Germany, unites British businessmen and 
others representing British interests in Germany who are prepared 
to place their experience at the disposal of the newcomer. The Embassy 
and the Federation of British Industries are both represented on the 
Council and provide its Secretariat. The Council is increasingly 
interested and active in promoting United Kingdom exports to West 
aw it is in close touch with the Export Council for Europe in 
on. 


Apart from these sources of help, there are plenty of other ways 
of breaking into the German market. You can exhibit at a trade fair, 
for instance. Trade fairs and exhibitions, particularly international 
ones, have been developed in Western Germany to a point where 
numerous firms find them just as valuable for sales to other Western 
European countries as to Germany itself. 


Easily the most important of the German fairs is the German 
Industries Fair in Hanover, which is held in the spring every year, 
and covers all branches of engineering and heavy industry. About 
90 individual British exhibitors were represented at the last Hanover 
Fair. Other important German fairs are the Frankfurt Spring and 
Autumn Fairs, which cover a wide variety of goods, mainly consumer 
goods. Specialized fairs are the rule, however, and some of these, such 
as the PHOTOKINA Exhibition of photography and cinematographic 
goods in Cologne, the Nuremburg Toy Fair, and the ANUGA 
Foodstuffs Fair in Cologne, are pre-eminent in their field, perhaps in 
the whole of Europe. 


The Board of Trade is expanding its programme of sponsored 
collective exhibits by British industries at German trade fairs. Such 
exhibits in 1961 covered electrical goods at the Household Goods and 
Hardware Fair in Cologne (February 24 to 27), Toys at the Nuremberg 
Fair (February 26 to March 3), textiles at the Frankfurt Interstoff 
Fair (July 4 to 8), fire fighting equipment at the Interschutz Exhibition 
in Cologne (June 23 to July 2), and foodstuffs at the ANUGA Exhibi- 
tion in Cologne (September 23 to October 1). In addition, there is 
the annual British exhibit at the German Industries Fair in Berlin 
(October 14 to 29). 


Publicity is a fruitful field. There are a wide number of channels 
in Western Germany some of which — e.g. illustrated weeklies and 
trade journals —- are more numerous and developed than at home, 
while others, for example television, are at the moment less advanced 
than in the United Kingdom. In some cases a suitably worded ad- 
vertisement in a well chosen German newspaper has put British 
firms in touch with first class agents. Commercial and Information 
Officers in the Embassy or in Consulates are very happy to advise 
and help with publicity. But of course any United Kingdom firm 
intending to embark on a sustained publicity campaign would be 
well advised to consult one of the leading British, German or inter- 
national firms of advertising agents with organizations in Germany. 

To sum up. There is a good market in Germany. There are very 
few types of goods which, given the right price, design and salesman- 
ship, cannot be placed. And there are plenty of sources of help in 
penetrating the market. I am not suggesting that selling in Germany 
is easy.

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Six and Seven Will Continue to Prosper 


—Mr. Reginald Maudling. 
SPEAKING AT the Joint Committee of the Common Market Cham- 
bers of Commerce in Great Britain luncheon in London on March 20, 
Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade said: 
‘It would be a tragedy if the Six and the Seven were to look like wary 
wrestlers circling one another in search of the winning hold, rather 
than good friends sitting down together tackling a mutual problem.’ 


The President said: “The gap between the two European trade 
groups is widening. On July 1 under our accelerated EF TA programme 
we shall increase our mutual tariff reductions to 30 per cent. The 
effects of the division between the Six and the Seven have been 
obscured by the relatively small size of the initial tariff reductions and 
by the general expansion of European trade. But their full significance 
is now becoming apparent. The diversion of trade and commerce and 
the distortion and duplication of investment is causing growing 
concern.’ 


Mr. Maudling went on to say that if we did not find a solution, 
the result would not be catastrophic. Both groups would continue to 
grow and to increase their prosperity. If trade with one another grew 
more difficult we should trade more amongst ourselves and with the 
outside world. But we should grow and prosper far less in a divided 
Europe than we could in a single European system. No one who had at 
heart the cause of a united Europe could fail to grieve at the fact of a 
growing division between European nations. The solution could not 
be found in the GATT alone. 


“Tariff reductions on a most favoured nation basis within the GATT 
are urgently needed,’ he said. ‘We certainly look forward eagerly to 
the commencement of the Dillon round of negotiations which has ' 
been hanging fire too long. But while the general reductions of tariffs 
will be a palliative it cannot provide a full solution for the European 
problem and the GATT processes unfortunately seem too slow.’ 


It was generally accepted that the provisions of the Treaty of Rome 
as they stand could not be extended to cover all the countries of 
Europe. Indeed this was only to be expected as they were designed 
by the Six countries to meet their own requirements and special 
provisions were made for special national problems. Most European 
countries had their own special problems and a satisfactory solution 
whether it be for the association of Greece with the Six or Finland 
with the Seven or whether it be for a comprehensive European system 
must respect those special interests, he said. 


The Lord Privy Seal had recently put forward a new British 
proposal. It was our hope that the Six would regard this as a satis- 
factory basis for a negotiation in which the interests of all concerned 
would be fully taken into account. But if they saw difficulties in it 
he earnestly pleaded with our friends that they should make precise 
what those difficulties were. “The problems are too serious and urgent 
for misunderstanding. It would be a tragedy if the Six and the Seven 
were to look like wary wrestlers circling one another in search of the 
winning hold, rather than goods friends sitting down together tackling 
a mutual problem. Old suspicions die hard, like the suspicion that 
Britain wishes to disrupt the Common Market, or that some of our 
friends in Europe would like to disrupt the British Commonwealth. 
All such suspicions are groundless and foolish but so long as they 
persist they may ruin the chances of a satisfactory European solution. 
The more we can concentrate on the realities of the European prob- 
lem, the more we can explain to one another our real difficulties the 
faster we will progress. Negotiation is a process that means con- 
cessions on both sides; both sides will rightly ask for concessions 
from the other, but those concessions should be no more than what is 
needed to protect their vital interests. We must beware of creating 
difficulties where none exist and in particular, we must bew are of the 
confusion that may arise from vagueness and imprecision.’ 


Meat Production in 1960 


WORLD MEAT production rose by 4 per cent. in 1959 and probably 
increased further in 1960, according to a review entitled ‘Meat, 1960’, 
published by the Commonwealth Economic Committee. The ex- 
pansion in output was accompanied, in 1959, by a broadly simular 
development in international trade, but it appears that the total 
volume of carcase meat exports showed little change in 1960. Copies 
are obtainable from H.M. Stationery Office, or from the Secretary, 
Commonwealth Economic Committee, Marlborough House, Pall 
Mall, London, $.W.1.

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Stable Home Market Depends on Higher Exports 


TuatT the best way to achieve a strong and stable home market, 

free of restrictions, was by building a bigger and more prosperous 

export trade was the suggestion made by Mr. Reginald Maudling, 

President of the Board of Trade, at the annual luncheon of the British 

eae ag and Allied Manufacturers Association in London on 
arch 16. 


He said the lesson of the modern world was that without exports 
we could not have a home market: morever, with a bigger export trade 


we could cushion ourselves to some extent against changes in world 
trade. 


Congratulating BEAMA on its fine example of the way in which 
industry was co-operating to achieve increased exports, the President 
said there was still room for improvement. West Germany had now 
overhauled us and the Dutch and Japanese were advancing 
rapidly. 

‘I have no doubt that British industry can produce and sell all that 
is needed in the export markets of the world if we go about it in the 
right way, and I sense a growing determination of everyone in industry 


to show that the exports the country needs not only can, but will be 
obtained,’ Mr. Maudling said. 


He added that in many ways the need for more exports was the 
biggest national problem we were facing politically and economically. 


Mr. Kenneth Allen, chairman of BEAMA, said that only a ‘stable’ 
government policy could ensure the continued success of British 
electrical goods in export markets. 


“We must be able to plan ahead with confidence and design for high 
volume efficient production’ Mr. Allen said. “To do so, industry 
must have a substantial continuing home market and needs a stable 
government policy to ensure that programmes can be carried out 
without drastic dislocation of production schedules.’ 


He pointed out that the electrical and allied industry was one of the 
mainstays of the country’s economy employing nearly 800,000 workers 
with an annual output worth £1,600 million. A substantial rise in 
productivity was indicated by the fact that since 1956 production had 
risen by one third while the number of workers had increased by only 
13 per cent. Shipments overseas now accounted for 10 per cent. of 
British total exports of manufactured goods. Last year the industry’s 
exports reached the record figure of more than £293 million. 


Export Promotion in Electric Light Fittings 
Industry 


MR. F. J. ERROLL, Minister of State, Board of Trade, spoke of 
the encouraging efforts of manufacturers to increase export revenue 


when he addressed the Electric Light Fittings Association in London 
on March 15. 


‘I have been particularly interested to learn that in your Association 
you are concerning yourselves actively with export promotion,’ 
Mr. Erroll said. ‘I have heard that you are now circulating a bulletin 
giving information about new export opportunities and changes in 
the regulations which affect trade with countries overseas, and that 
you are making contact with your opposite numbers in overseas 
markets. I understand also that as part of your thinking about in- 
creasing exports you have been considering how your members might 
co-operate together in overseas markets, those who have well- 
established export organizations putting their services at the disposal 
of others who are new to exports or new to some of the markets. 
I congratulate you on the vision which you are bringing to bear on 
export matters and I look forward to seeing practical results flow 
from the planning and preparatory work on which you are now 
engaged. 


‘You are closer to the practical problems of manufacture and mar- 
keting than we will ever be, and we need you as a link with the realities 
of industry. You in your Association and we in the Board of Trade 
are, in a sense, in the same business. This is not the business of 
selling. Only the exporter himself can sell. Our business is to help 
him as far as possible to find the place where he can sell, the people 
he can sell to and the thing he can sell to them.’ 

The Minister then outlined the various services provided by the 
(;overnment for exporters — the circulation of commercial intelligence 
on tenders, tariffs, import regulations and so on through the Export 
Service Bulletin and the Board of Trade Journal; and the assistance 
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in the United States

| returned in December from my three months’ journey throu 
the U.S.A. The object, as you know, was to make a survey of the 
possibilities for increased sales of our goods in the U.S.A. generally, 
and to establish new and wider arrangements for distribution. 
Before | left | had already informed you that the work done by the 
consular posts, in making preliminary enquiries on the basis of 
small representative sets of samples, was ost helpful in planning 
my journey. 

I think | ought to add now that the co-operation of the consular 
officers during my journey was heipful in the very highest degree. 
Normally when one travels one has the facilities which are provided =: 
by agents and an established connecton in the market. In this case ==: 
almost all my journey was to cities where we have no connection, = 
and where | was starting absolutely from scratch with only limited = 
time at my disposal. The consular officers were unsparingly helpful 
in providing me with introductions, making enquiries about suitable 
contacts, sometimes, with no notice at all, and helping in every way. 
Indeed, as | said more than once during my journey, it is hard to 
see how | could have got the necessary ground-work done at all 
without the help of the consular officers. 


Apart from this service a number of the consulates saved valuable 
time for me, on receipt of a telephone call to say that | would be 
in the city on such a date, by arranging to have my samples picked 
up at the warehouse where they were waiting for me and trans- 
ferred to a hotel which the consulate booked for me, so that as 
soon as | arrived | had all the material waiting to go to work with. 
it would be invidious to single out any particular case when all 
were so helpful in whatever | asked them for; and | will only say, 
therefore, that the consulates | contacted were in Los Angeles; 
San Francisco; Portland, Oregon; Seattle; Chicago; Boston; New 
York; St. Louis and Denver. | did not go to Houston, Texas, but 
the consulate officers there, at very short telephoned notice, 
busied themselves about making sure that a case of samples was 
transferred from Houston to Dallas, which | substituted for 
Houston in my itinerary 


After a very long experience of overseas travel, | have found in 
this journey that the service of the consular officers is better than 
it has ever been, and my colleagues report very good experience =: 
in other parts of the world. 33

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Unemployment Situation in Northern Ireland 


Ministers of the United Kingdom and Northern Ireland Govern- 
ments met on March 17 to consider the unemployment situation in 
Northern Ireland and to discuss possible methods of relieving it. 
The Home Secretary; Mr. R. A. Butler, presided. He was accom- 
panied by the Minister of Labour (Mr. Hare), the Minister of Trans- 
port (Mr. Marples), the Minister of Pensions and National Insurance 
(Mr. Boyd-Carpenter), the Minister of State, Home Office (Mr. 
Vosper), the Parliamentary Under-Secretary of State for Air (Mr. 
Taylor) and the Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry of Aviation (Mr. 
Rippon). The Prime Minister of Northern Ireland (Lord Brooke- 
borough) was accompanied by the Minister of Finance (Mr. O’Neill), 
the Minister of Labour (Major Neill) and the Minister of Education 
(Mr. May). 

Northern Ireland Ministers drew attention to the continued high 
level of unemployment in their area compared with the remainder of 
the United Kingdom, notwithstanding the efforts they had made to 
attract new industry. The redundancy of shipyard workers will 
aggravate the general unemployment situation in Northern Ireland 
and they put forward various suggestions to help to meet it. 

H.M. Ministers fully shared the concern of the Northern 
Ireland Government at the exceptional situation in Northern 
Ireland and reaffirmed their policy of giving all possible support for 
the efforts of the Northern Ireland Government to deal with it. 
They indicated agreement to the renewal for a further period of five 
years, at an estimated cost of £16,000,000, of the Northern Ireland 
legislation on the payment of capital grants to industry which is due 
to expire next year. They further undertook to pursue vigorously all 
existing measures, such as the action of the Board of Trade in bringing 
Northern Ireland to the notice of industries contemplating new 
developments and the award of Government contracts to areas of 
relatively high unemployment, subject to the needs of their general 
policy of accepting only the best tenders.

UNITED KINGDOM exports in February were valued at £297-1 
million, imports at {353-1 million and re-exports at {11-2 million. 
After adjustment for normal seasonal variation, United Kingdom 
exports were £307 million and imports £383 million. 

Between the last three monihs, December-February, and the 
previous three months, September-November, exports increased by 
54 per cent. and imports declined by 1 per cent. But these comparisons 
are affected by the London Dock strike in that the figures for the last 
three months include some imports and exports that would otherwise 
have taken place in the previous three months. This accounts for a 
substantial part of the increase in exports. Nevertheless, in the last 
six months as a whole exports were at a rate 5 per cent. above that of 
the previous three months, June-August, when they were at the lowest 
level reached in 1960. Similarly, the 1 per cent. decline in imports in 
the last three months understates the extent of the fall. It is clear that 
the underlying trend of exports since mid-1960 has been upwards 
and that the rise in imports, which continued through most of 1960, 
had come to an end by the final quarter; the latest figures suggest a

The increases in exports to the sterling area and ‘the rest of the world’ 
could reflect mainly the inclusion in the figures for the last three 
months of goods delayed by the dock strike; in both cases exports in 
February were well below the exceptionally high level of January.

maintained in the last three months around the highest levels reached 
in 1960, but the latest figures give little positive evidence of further 
increase. Exports to New Zealand continued to grow and were 48 per 
cent. more than a year earlier. A substantial part of the recent increase 
seems to have been in exports to India, Rhodesia and Nyasaland, 
Singapore and Malaya, and the Irish Republic. 

Exports to the United States have, if anything, fallen a little after 
their first recovery from the very low level of mid-1960. Exports to 
Canada seem rather more buoyant, and in the last three months were 
only 5 per cent. less than a year earlier. 

Most of the increase in the last three months in exports to Western 

was to countries of the European Economic Community 
and to countries outside the two trading associations. Exports to the

Egypt, Japan and Indonesia; exports to China were down. 

By commodities the rise in exports was mainly in engineering 
products, although the increase in exports of chemicals continued 
strongly, and ‘there was also a significant increase in rubber manu- 
factures, mainly tyres. Exports of metals and miscellaneous metal 
manufactures showed little further increase after recovery from their 
iow level in the third quarter, and were 2 per cent. less than a year 
earlier. Textile manufactures as a whole have shown little change 
recently and in the last three months were also 2 per cent. below a 
year earlier. The fall would have been more marked but for sub- 
stantial increases in exports of man-made fibre yarns and of carpets. 


The increase in exports of engineering products between September- 
November and December-February was of the order of 10 per cent., 
seasonally adjusted, and although dock strike distortion was probably 
responsible for some of this, the underlying increase must have been 
substantial. The largest, and the sharpest, increase was in machinery 
other than electric, but there were also substantial increases in electric 
machinery and appliances, commercial vehicles and scientific instru- 
mients. ‘There was no sign of recovery in car exports; exports in the 
last three months were less than in the previous three months, and 
46 per cent. less than a year earlier. Aircraft exports showed an 
increase, but deliveries of ships for export fell. 


Exports of food, beverages and tobacco and of basic materials and 
fuels made little contribution to the increase in total exports. Exports 
of wool tops have made some recovery, but in the last three months 
were still 16 per cent. less in value than a year earlier; exports of 
whisky were up by 20 per cent. 


Imports 

The fall of 1 per cent. in imports, seasonally adjusted, in December- 
February, is wholly accounted for by a fall in imports of food, bever- 
ages and tobacco from the high level to which they rather suddenly 
rose in the previous three months. Imports of industrial materials 
showed some increase compared with the previous three months, 
wholly in basic materials; there was no change in semi-manufactures. 
Imports of petroleum and petroleum products increased substantially, 
imports of finished manufactures comparatively little. 


The strike did not affect these comparisons uniformly for all cate- 
gories of imports. Imports of fuels were probably scarcely affected at 
all, and the backlog of food imports had probably been cleared by the 
end of November. The clearing of delayed goods could have accounted 
for much, if not all, of the seasonally adjusted rise in imports of basic 
materials and some, at least, of the rise in imports of finished manu- 
factures. Taking a broader view of the figures for imports since the 
middle ot 1960 and making some allowance for the effects of the strike, 
the heavy imports of food, beverages and tobacco in September- 
November seem to have been exceptional; apart from this there has 
been no marked upward or downward trend, after allowing for sea- 
sonal movements, in imports of this class of goods as a whole. Imports 
of all industrial materials (basic materials and semi-manufactures) 
reached a maximum in the third quarter of 1960 and have since been 
falling. ‘The fall has been mainly in semi-manufactures, especially 
steel and non-ferrous metals. Imports of basic materials seem to 
have stopped rising after the third quarter, but there is little evidence 
of the beginning of a fall. The trend of imports of fuel has been 
upwards, after showing little change in the twelve months up to the 
third quarter of 1960. Imports of finished manufactures stopped rising 
after the second quarter of 1960, and subsequently fell a little, as the 
result of a steep fall in imports of cars and some other durable con- 
sumer goods temporarily offsetting a continued rise in imports of 
capital goods and of clothing, but recent figures suggest that the rise 
may now have been resumed, although at a much slower rate than in 
1959 and the first half of 1960. 


Imports from the overseas sterling area and from North America 
have been falling recently, but imports from othe: areas have been 
rising. Imports from the sterling area tended to fall in the first half 
of 1960, but then recovered, and up to November were generally 
above the level of a year earlier. Since then they have fallen sharply 
and in the last three months were 7 per cent. less in value than in 
the corresponding months a year earlier. The fall compared with a 
year earlier was mainly in imports from Australia, New Zealand and 
the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland. 


Imports from North America, after rising very strongly for more 
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than a year, levelled off in the third quarter of 1960 and seem recently 
to have been falling steeply. Even so, in the last three months they 
were still 10 per cent. up on a year earlier. 

Imports from Western Europe declined slightly in the middle of 
1960, partly because of the sharp fall in car imports, but over the last 
six months they have been rising again, and in the last three months 
were 8 per cent. more than a year earlier. 

Imports from Latin America show signs of rising recently, and 
imports from the Soviet Union and Eastern Europe continue to rise. 
Imports from the rest of the world, in general the other non-ste1 ling 
primary producing countries, declined through the first nine months 
of 1960, but subsequently rose strongly; in the last three months they 
were 9 per cent. up on a year earlier. Nearly half the increase on a year 
earlier was in imports from Japan, but there were also substantial 
increases from Iran, Thailand, Indonesia and South Vietnam.

New Seasonally Adjusted Trade Figures 


SEASONALLY adjusted series of figures have now been prepared 
for some of the main components of United Kingdom exports and 
of imports. The charts and tables (page 699) show seasonally adjusted 
éxports to each of six main areas and imports of each of the main 
classes of commodities. The columns on the left of the chart show the 
relative importance of each of the components in the totals, and the 
graph lines which are all drawn to the same scale show the contribution 
of changes in each of the components to changes in the totals. 


Even after the figures have been adjusted for normal seasonal 
variation, there remains in the series a substantial amount of month- 
to-month fluctuation which may be due, for instance, to irregularities 
in the pattern of arrivals and departures of ships. In the case of total 
United Kingdom exports and imports, much of the effect of month- 
to-month fluctuation can be eliminated by comparing figures for 
successive periods of three months, so that an increase in the seasonally 
adjusted total between two three-month periods can be fairly con- 
fidently regarded as indicating an increasing underlying trend; the 
amount of the increase, however, is no more than a very rough 
indicator of the rate of increase in the trend. The seasonally adjusted 
figures for the components of trade, particularly for the smaller com- 
ponents (exports, for instance, to Latin America, or imports of fuel), 
tend to show a larger proportional month-to-month fluctuation, and 
consequently comparison of figures for successive three-month 
periods is less reliable than in the case of the totals. The charts will 
often give a more reliable impression of any upward or downward 
underlying trend than the actual figures. 


The seasonally adjusted series for the components and for the totals 
are independently prepared, and each is in itself the best estimate 
that can be made. In consequence, however, the sum of the seasonally 
adjusted components will often differ from the seasonally adjusted 
total figure. The differences are usually quite small. 


With the introduction of the new seasonally adjusted figures, some 
of the tables showing comparisons with corresponding periods a 
year earlier which have previously been shown regularly in these 
articles will no longer be included. A rather fuller survey of the 
pattern of trade will, in future, be made at the end of each quarter. 


Further seasonally adjusted series are being prepared and will 
be shown from time to time as they become available. 


The method of adjustment used is broadly the same as that pre- 
viously used for total imports and exports, and described in the 
Board of Trade Journal of November 6, 1959. Adjustments are made 
first to take account of variations in the length of the month, and after 
the figures have been converted to a ‘standard month equivalent’ they 
are further adjusted to discount the remaining seasonal element. The 
estimate of this latter adjustment, for the ‘true’ seasonality, is con- 
tinually changed slightly in the light of the latest figures available; 
annual revisions are also necessary to take account of revisions of the 
recorded figures and revised estimates of the seasonally adjusted 
trend, resulting from the receipt of later figures. The seasonally 
adjusted figures of total imports, United Kingdom exports and re- 
exports have undergone their first annual revision this month; in 
general the changes are quite small. At the same time some minor 
changes have been made in the method of estimating the adjustments, 
which should have the effect of reducing the discrepancy between 
the figures for quarters and the sums of the figures for the three 
months in each quarter. 


The tables below the charts show the seasonally adjusted figures 
only for the last six months.

Tue Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Control) 
Act, 1948, Section 16 (2), was the subject of a question in the House 
of Commons on March 16, when Mr. Reginald Maudling, President 
of the Board of Trade, was asked which suggestions reviewed by 
the Board of Trade under the Act still appeared to be within the 
purview of the Monopolies Commission but had not yet been referred 
to the Commission.

Tuesday March 14 
Exports to North African Countries 

The President was asked in view of the dismantling and sale to 
Morocco of cranes from Cairnryan, what further steps he was taking 
to encourage exports to North African countries. 

Mr. F. J. Erroll replied that the Board of Trade were helping to 
promote our exports to North African countries in a number of ways. 
The Department were not concerned in the transaction referred to, 
but he was informed that the cranes were sent to Agadir after the 
earthquake there. 


Imports of Bacon 

The President was asked whether he was aware that in 1960 Great 
Britain had a substantial adverse trade balance with those countries 
which were the main exporters of bacon to the British market, namely, 
Denmark, Holland, Sweden and Poland; and whether in view of the 
desirability of placing the British bacon industry on a permanently 
satisfactory basis, he would re-explore the possibility of placing 
some reasonable limit on the amount of foreign bacon which could be 
imported. 

Mr. Reginald Maudling: ‘It is the view of H.M. Government that 
our interests are best served by a multilateral system of trade and 
payments over the widest possible area. Under such a system the 
United Kingdom must expect to have adverse trade balances with 
s@me countries and favourable balances with others. As regards the 
second part of the Question, imports of bacon from Poland are 
limited by quota and it would not be consistent with our international 
obligations to introduce quotas for imports from the other countries 
referred to in the Question.’

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Thursday March 16 
New Industries Factory Space 


Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, was 
asked what was the amount of factory space in terms of new industries 
built in the London area, Midlands area and North East England 
during the past 12 months. In reply, Mr. Maudling said that the 
Board of Trade control over industrial building operated through 
Industrial Development Certificates. The amount of tactory space 
covered by I.D.Cs. issued in the past 12 months for firms new to the 
greater London area was none, to the Midlands 36,000 sq. ft. for a 
special workshop for disabled persons, and to North East England 
521,000 sq. ft. 


Industry in the North East 


Asked what jobs had been provided by the expenditure of Govern- 
ment loans to firms setting up industry in the North East during the 
present financial year, Mr. Maudling replied that there were about 430, 
according to the estimates of the firms concerned. 


Tuesday March 21 


Discussions on Steel Plant for East Germany 


A member asked whether the President was awate that the German 
Democratic Republic wanted to place a £40-£50 million order for a 
steel plant with British firms, that the firms were anxious to sign this 
contract but were unable to secure the support of the Export Credits 
Guarantee Department; and whether he would ascertain the reason 
and make a statement. 


In reply M1. F. ). Erroll, Minister of State, said: ‘I understand that 
discussions on this project between the East German authorities and 
a United Kingdom firm are continuing. I should not wish to comment 
further on -usiness which is still under negotiation.’ 


Changed Status of South Africa 


In reply to a question as to whether the withdiawa: of South Africa 
from the Commonwealth would affect the Commonwealth preference 
enjoyed by the exports of South Africa to the United Kingdom, 
Mr. F. J. Erroll said: ‘No, sir. The bilateral Agreement concluded 
after the Ottawa Conference in 1932, which governs our obligations 
to South Africa in this matter, will be unaffected by the changed status 
of South Africa.’ 


Location of Advance Factories 


Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, said that in 
deciding how many advance factories io build and where to build 
them, the main factors taken into account were the needs of particular 
areas for this exceptional inducement to attract industrialists and 
the prospects of success.

British Products at‘Paris Hi-Fi Fair 
THE THIRD INTERNATIONAL Festival of Sound (Hi-Fi) Ywas 


held at the Palais d’Orsay, Paris, from March 9-14. The total 
attendance for the show was approximately 10,000. 


The Festival was set out on three floors, the ground floor being 
devoted to displays of equipment by leading British and foreign 
manufacturers including a combined display organized by the Board 
of Trade in collaboration with the Audio Manufacturers Group of 
the British Radio Manufacturers Association, in which eleven United 
Kingdom manufacturers had individual displays. Each of these firms 
also had separate demonstration rooms for their equipment elsewhere 
in the Palais d’Orsay. 

A large concert hall on the first floor was used for a series of 
concerts during most of the opening hours. The acoustics were 
excellent in this hall and the attendance good. A comprehensive 
display of gramophone records and a musical library were also well 
placed on the first floor. 

British products on show were predominantly amplifiers, pre- 
amplifiers, record players and loudspeakers, which ate probably the 
United Kingdom’s strongest lines in this market, while German 
and other Continental firms concentrated more on the tape recorders, 
radios and radiograms. The United States of America supplied a 
limited amount of stereophonic equipment. 

A number of agents participating agreed that the Festival was 
90 per cent. public interest and the remainder trade. United Kingdom 
products came under much scrutiny and interest, particularly record 
players and stereo equipment. The Festival is of course a highly 
specialized affair and visitors could fairly be considered to come into 
two general categories — (a) the younger element without a vast 
amount of technical experience interested in record players and 

perhaps Hi-Fi equipment, and (b) the connoisseur in search of 
latest developments and models.

group display considerably enhanced the reputation of United 
Kingdom manufacturers for the excellence and high quality of 
their products. This is the first year in which the importation of

Tie 12TH INTERNATIONAL Toy Fair, which closed on March 3, 
has been described as the most successful to date. Certainly from the 
point of view of the United Kingdom exhibitors it has again proved 
a very worthwhile venture. Of the total of forty British firms, twenty 
exhibited independently and twenty on a combined stand sponsored 
jointly by the Board of Trade and the British Toy Manufacturers’ 
Association. The main aim of the combined stand (erected this year 
for the second time) was to give the smaller manufacturers the 
opportunity of breaking into the German and other European 
markets, and there are indications that progress has been made in 
this direction. 

A number of exhibitors on the combined stand did extremely 
well both in selling to the German and other European markets and 
also in arousing the interest of some important American buyers. 
The greater majority and particularly those visiting the Fair for the 
second time were most satisfied with the interest shown in their 
products and felt that their chances of expanding their export trade 
were good. For the minority of British exhibitors, who did less well, 
Nuremberg at least provided the valuable opportunity of showing 
where ranges would have to be amended or improved to meet local 
requirements. 


‘This experience should be of benefit both on home and export 
markets in the future. The minority are indeed worthy of praise 
for the manner in which they have shown themselves willing to 
adapt themselves The fact that they and most of the other United 
Kingdom exhibitors plan to return in 1962, either jointly or in- 
dependently, is in itself adequate indication that the operation was 
worthwhile. 


The total area covered by this year’s Fair was 26,000 square metres. 
it is estimated, however, that at least 30,000 square metres are re- 
quired to meet present demands and it is therefore not surprising 
that some of the stands tend to be cramped and overcrowded. It is 
hoped that the erection of a new building in time for the 1962 Fair 
will help alleviate this problem. 


Over 900 firms, mainly manufacturers, took part and of those 220 
were from abroad. The French were in the lead with 48, followed 
by Italy (45) the United Kingdom (40) Austria (21) Holland (16) 
and Belgium (7). The United States also showed greater interest 
in the Fair this year with five direct exhibitors. 12 more American

firms were represented through agents. There were several displays 
of Japanese toys in hotels in the town. Other countries represented 
included Sweden, Norway, Poland, Denmark, Spain, Czechoslovakia, 
Ireland and Hungary. According to press reports, over 14,000 buyers 
came to Nuremberg from all over the world. 


United Kingdom manufacturers had a very wide range of 
products to offer, from the traditionally British diecast and plastic 
toys to both metal and the new type unbreakable soldiers — still 
slightly frowned upon because of their military implications, but 
nevertheless still good sellers — an extremely varied range of dolls, 
well able to compete with those French, Italian and German manu- 
facturers had to offer. Several United Kingdom manufacturers of 
jigsaw-puzzles found it difficult to interest German buyers, because 
such puzzles are virtually unknown on the German market. Although 
German manufacturers are doing all they can to attain perfection in 
diecast and plastic toys, the United Kingdom fortunately seems to 
be one step ahead. The attention United Kingdom manufacturers 
pay to the educational value of toys was a point made frequently 
in the German press. 


Press Reaction Favourable 


Indeed, press reaction on the whole to United Kingdom exhibits 
was particularly favourable. A useful amount of publicity was also 
obtained through the media of newsreels and television. A tour of 
the Fair by Sir Christopher and Lady Steel helped considerably 
to arouse interest in the United Kingdom products as did the visit 
of Mr. Sydney Golt, Under Secretary of State in the Board of Trade. 
Another prominent visitor who made an extensive tour of the Fair 
was the Russian Ambassador who revealed that the U.S.S.R. planned 
to rent approximately 100 square metres of space next year. 


It was interesting to note the surprise expressed by some local 
journalists when they learned that the United Kingdom toy industry 
was in fact larger than their own — even though, as they were quick 
to point out, West Germany’s exports during 1960 exceeded those 
of the United Kingdom. The important point to be remembered, 
however, is that the Germans regard us in a good light and the 
Nuremberg Toy Fair has done a good deal to consolidate our 
reputation as fair, even if sometimes tough, competitors. ‘he recent 
revaluation of the Deutsche Mark will of course make competition 
all the fiercer, but should at the same time enable United Kingdom 
manufacturers to extend their share of the German and other world 
markets. | 
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Electrical Industry a Challenge to Exporting 


OPENING THE Electrical Engineers Exhibition (A,.S.E.E.) at Earls Court 
on March 21, Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, said 
that the electrical industries were among Britain’s leading exporters. 
In 1960, exports of electric machinery reached a new record of 
£234 million. “This is a splendid achievement, but if I comment on it 
by saying ““This is good, but the nation needs even more exports,” I 
know that I am saying nothing new. For this is only what the industry’s 
leaders themselves have been saying, in private and in public, for 
many months. We need not let ourselves become mesmerized by the 
‘league tables’ which some people are always compiling, but there is no 
blinking the fact that the rate of growth in exports of electrical goods 
from several of the other manufacturing countries is a good bit 
faster than ours.’ 


This situation presented a challenge which he knew that the industry 
had taken up both individually and through collaboration with trade 
associations. The Board of Trade would do all they could to support 
the industry’s efforts. 


‘Exhibitions like this play a vital part in our drive for more exports. 
I know that last year you had visitors from 76 countries and that this 
year you have sent overseas a million invitations, accompanied by all 
those pamphlets, leaflets and catalogues which are conveniently 
called ‘““T'rade literature’, This in itself is a magnificent publicity 
effort on the industry’s behalf. It confirms the truth of the old saying, 
which I may adapt as: if the exhibition did not exist, it would be 
necessary to invent it. I hope our friends from overseas whom we 
have the pleasure of seeing here today will forgive me if I have taken 
the opportunity to address a few frank words to the United Kingdom 
industry. We are honoured by the presence of many distinguished 
representatives of overseas countries; and their being here gives some 
measure of the world wide interest in this exhibition. To those who 
have come, or are coming, especially to see the exhibition we offer a 
warm welcome. There is at your disposal a team of indefatigable 
escorts, and we can promise that your journey will not have been 
wasted. Out there on the floor lies what must be the largest display of 
electrical engineering equipment in the world. There are more than 
£3,000,000 worth of goods on show, on 473 stands. We think that this 
is the finest display in the world, as well as the largest.’ 


Mr. Erroll said that in the theme of the exhibition — communica- 
tions — we saw one of the forces which brought the peoples of the world 
closer together. We used to be able to say in this country that when 
there was a storm in the Channel the Continent was isolated. This 
remark was no longer apt, because in political and economic affairs 
Great Britain emphatically did not stand aside from the rest of 
Europe. We were very much a part of Europe today, as our member- 
ship of the European Free Trade Association showed. 


By the end of this year such a remark would be even more out of 
date. By then we in Britain would be consuming electricity generated 
in France which would be reaching us by the Cross Channel cable. 
This arrangement would be effective because of the difference in the 
time of peak demand in the two countries. 


Electricity, harnessed to our needs, was man’s modern servant. 
‘As we walk round the stands let us remember the early pioneers of 
many nationalities, who would be the first to rejoice — and to marvel 
— at the progress we are making,’ concluded the Minister.

We Can Do More Business With the British Virgin Islands 


Gordon Booth, United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in the Eastern Caribbean has recently visited the British Virgin Islands, 
and in this article reviews their present and potertial development and the market for United Kingdom goods. 


HE GROUP of islands which lie to the east of Puerto Rico were 
4 b= istened by their discoverer, Christopher Columbus, the Virgin 
Isles. One-half of this island group is now owned by the United 
States, who purchased them from Denmark in 1917. The remaining 
islands have been British uninterruptedly for nearly 300 years: they 
now form the Colony of the British Virgin Islands — 36 islands in all, 
of which the principal are Tortola, Jost Van Dyke, Virgin Gorda 
and Anegada. 
At present the total market in the British Virgin Islands is tiny, 
as can be judged from the following facts: 


Population about 7,300. Electricity generating capacity (Tortola only) 
180 kilowatts. 


Total imports 1959: U.S.$687,000 (of which 75 per cent. come from 
the United States, Puerto Rico and United States Virgin Islands; 
and 12 per cent. from the United Kingdom. 


Nevertheless, although the market is small a few United Kingdom 
firms do useful business with the Islands, and there is room for more. 


Furthermore, there is potential growth, as can be seen from the | 


example of the neighbouring United States Virgin Islands. From 
equally small beginnings a few years ago the United States Virgin 
Islands now import over U.S.$33 million annually. 

If you can discover the British Virgin Islands on your world map, 
you will probably see them classed among the Leeward Islands. 
Constitutionally, they were administered by the Governor of the 
Leeward Islands until 1960, but since the abolition of the Governor- 
ship of the Leewards at the beginning of last year they have been 
administered as a separate Colony. When the West Indies achieves 
its Independence this separation will become even more marked, 
since the B.V.I. (which has elected not to join the Federation of the 
West Indies) may then be the only remaining British colony in the 
Caribbean. Geographically, the B.V.1. are one with the United States 
Virgin Islands and are only 60 miles from Puerto Rico. Economically, 
the B.V.I. are in the United States orbit and have scarcely any 
economic links with the British West Indian islands. Travellers to 
Road Town, Tortola —- main community and seat of Government 
of the B.V.I. — come by sea or air from St. Thomas in the United 
States Virgins — goods for Tortola come by schooner from St. Thomas 
or Puerto Rico. Much of the B.V.I.’s labour force finds employment 
in St. Thomas and the Colony’s exports of cattle, fish, fruit and 
vegetables go almost entirely to the United States Virgin Islands. 
So intimately bound up are the British Virgin Islands with the neigh- 
bouring American possessions that the Colony has now adopted United 
States currency, giving it the distinctive feature of being the only 
British Colony whose currency is the American dollar. 


Tourist Trade 


The British Virgin Islands are ‘under-developed’: their annual 
income is small and, despite regular assistance from the United King- 
dom Treasury, much remains to be done in the way of basic develop- 
ment, e.g., of roads and water supply. But the B.V.I. have a glorious 
natural asset, beautiful islands with fine beaches, warm clear seas 
offering the best swimming and under-water exploration, and the trade 
winds to welcome the sailor. These natural assets are beginning to 
attract the North American tourist. On the island of Guana is an 
American private club; on Beef Island is the Trelliss Bay Club and 
boat yard adjoining it the Marina Cay Guest-house; on Tortola are 
the Fort Burt Hotel and Treasure Isle Hotel, while on Virgin Gorda 
the Rockefeller interests are now started upon a a U.S.$1-5 million 
tourist resort. The government of the B.V.I. have 1ecently prepared a 
Development Plan, concerned chiefly with the development of 
tourism, and are studying legislation to attract the investor. The 
‘Tortola Chamber of Commerce, formed only in June 1960, is devoting 
itself also to attraction of tourists, and has already succeeded in having 
one cruise ship call regularly in Road Town harbour. 


The British Virgin Islander believes that the prosperity which 


has come to the United States Virgin Islands through the North 
American tourist can. similarly transform his own islands. 


Trade — Present and Potential 


The present volume of imports is small, and it may be some time 
before the maturing of development plans or the attraction of tourists 
results in any major increase in this volume. But there is a possibility 
of an increase in the United Kingdom’s trade in the following items: 


Food stuffs, e.g., canned goods and quality lines of jams and marmalade. 
Beer, gin and whisky. 

Shoes (cheap lines). 

Radios (which would mainly be battery 


ted, since the majority 
of the population do not have electricity). 


Paint. 
Hardware (e.g., corrugated sheets, nails, reinforcing steel). 
Tradesmen’s agricultural tools. 


As the tourist trade grows, there will also be a market for British 
prestige items, though these are already available to the American 
tourist in duty-free shops in St. Thomas and other ports-of-call 
on the Caribbean cruises. 

For the United Kingdom firm selling to the British Virgin Islands, 
the following points should be noted: 

1. In planning a sales tour, the British Virgin Islands fit more 
naturally into an itinerary with Puerto Rico and the United 
States Virgin Islands, than with an itinerary planned for the 
British West Indies. 

2. There is only a handful of merchants in the B.V.I. and, 
because ef the smallness of the market, they can buy only in 
small quantities. Any increase in United Kingdom trade is 
more likely to be developed therefore by confirming houses 
than by individual manufacturers offering sole agencies. 

3. Because the market is small, and therefore is visited only 
infrequently by manufacturers, the merchants buy a good 
part of their supplies from travelling indent men, and also 
from catalogues. 

4. It has been difficult for the merchants to obtain bank accom- 
modation, because there has been no bank in the B.V.1., but 
a branch of the Virgin Islands National Bank will be opened 
in Road Town, Tortola, shortly. The merchants normally 
receive 60 or 90 days credit from their United States suppliers, 
and expect the same from United Kingdom firms. 

For shipments to the B.V,I., there is the one direct shipping 
line from the United Kingdom to St. Thomas, United States 
Virgin Islands, viz., the East Asiatic Co. Ltd. Alternatively, 
shipment can be made to New York for transhipment to 
Alcoa from which there are monthly sailings to St. Thomas.

Investment in Tourist Development 

If the volume of trade offers prospect of only slow build-up, the 
opportunity for investment is, by contrast, available now, and the 
government of the British Virgin Islands are offering incentives to 
attract those who will provide tourist facilities.

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New Opportunities for Trade with the Republic of Togo. 


J. W. S. Corbett, H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Lomé. reviews the 
increased commercial opportunities, hitherto denied us, that now exist 
in this relatively small and underdeveloped but progressive newly inde- 
pendent West African State. 

OGO 18 SITUATED between Ghana to the west and Dahomey, 
'T the capital, Lomé, being midway between Accra and Lagos and 

easily reached by road from either. It has a total population of 
one and a quarter million inhabitants. 


Formerly a German colony, Togo was divided in 1918, after four 
years of British administration, under League of Nations mandate, 
the greater part being allotted to France. It is this area which achieved 
independence as the Republic of Togo on April 27, 1960. The southern 
part was allotted to Great Britain and became part of Ghana in 1956. 


Association with Germany, Britain and France has given the 
Togolese a cosmopolitan outlook and while French is the commercial 
and government language, there are still many people of all ages who 
speak English. The Togolese are particularly anxious for increased 
Sritish participation in their future development and there is a fund 
of goodwill towards us. Although technically inexperienced, they 
have a capacity for learning and are eager to acquire modern skills. 
The Government under the leadership of Mr. Sylvanus Olympio, 
the Prime Minister and Head of State,. enjoys wide popular support 


and has expressed its determination to expand and diversify the 
country’s economy. 


British products are well known and in demand and the Togolese 
Government is actively encouraging their impoitation in increasing 
quantities. It js also hoped that British firms wil! establish new enter- 
p*ises in ‘Togo and the purpose of this article is to indicate some of the 
opportunities which British firms may find it worth while to investigate. 


‘Togo’s economy is at present largely agricultural and management 
is mainly in the hands of the small farmer. Owing to lack of capital, 
mechanical cultivation and harvesting is almost non-existent and 
vast areas of lund remain unexploited. Little use is made of fertilizers. 
Some progress has been made with afforestation and the teak tree 
grows well, but no export of timber has yet been possible. 


Industry is confined to a few small factories mainly processing 
tropical products. Public power supplies are quite inadequate and 
apart frorn the main coast highway, roads are of indifferent quality. 
All other public services such as schools, hospitals, water supplies, 
etc., are equally deficient. 

Scope for Development 


There is clearly a tremendous scope for development in almost 
every field and Togo, having achieved independence, is determined 
to raise her economy and standard of living at least to the level of 
that of her neighbours in Ghana and Nigeria. Already some projects 


are in progress and others are envisaged in the near future which 
will indicate the nature of development. 


Among these projects are the phosphate mines, due to start exporting 
this year; generating stations at three large agricultural centres; a 
new artificial harbour at Lomé capable in the first stage of doubling 
the tonnage now handled; new road construction; modernization of 
the Atakpamé-Lomé railway; improvements to the airport; school 
and hospital building; the re-equipment of Radio Lomé:; agricultural 
projects and the establishment of new light industries. Finance for 
many of these projects will come from France, Western Germany, 


the Development Fund of the European Economic Community and 
American aid. 


This programme is ambitious and could not be financed or operated 
by Togo herself without assistance from overseas, including the 
organizations and countries previously mentioned. In addition to 
governmental financial and considerable United Nations technical 
assistance (some 25 U.N. Government advisers and experts will 
be working in Togo within the next few months), several European 
firms are known to be interested in participating in some of the new 


jects and industries and considerable private finance has also 
obtained. There is thus every reason to suppose that Togo’s 
plans for steadily increasing her standard of living will be realized 
and that participation by British firms will be profitable. Opportunities 
would appear to include: 

(a) the construction and operation of one of the new light in- 
dustries such as the production of salt, manufacture of lime, 
bricks and tiles, spinning, making and printing of cotton 
cloth, fruit and vegetable preserving and the manufacture of 
cotton wool or a new agricultural project, or a combination 
of both. 

(b) civil, mechanical and electrical engineering projects, including 
road construction. There are also possibilities for architectural 
and engineering consultant work. 

(c) there are good prospects for an expanding tourist industry. 
Togo is well situated in regard to the two large centres of 
Accra and Lagos. It has a pretty, palm lined shore of con- 
tinuous sandy beach with quite good bathing, well suited to 
tourist hotels. There is also an interesting game preserve in 
the North, Dahomey and Upper Volta which will be readily 
accessible through Togo when the North-South highway ‘s 
completed. 

(d) there is scope for increasing direct exports from the United 
Kingdom of a wide variety of products, and the government of 
Togo have stated their desire to purchase up to half their 
imports from Britain. On present figures this would amount 
to an annual value of some £4 million, though as the economy 
expands the quantity will increase. In comparison, imports 
from the United Kingdom in 1959 amounted to just under 
£1 million, one-third of which was re-exported through 
Ghana, which trade is now prohibited by the Ghana Govern- 
ment. The extent to which British imports can be expanded 
must depend at least partly on the availability of foreign 
currency but enough sterling is available now to at least 
double our 1959 exports, and determined efforts are being 
made to overcome this problem. 

Products for which there are good possibilities would 
certainly include agricultural equipment; constructional 
equipment and building materials; machinery for the new 
industries as they are established; vehicles, motor cycles and 
cycles: electrical equipment, both industrial and domestic, 
printed cottons and other textiles and most consumer goods. 

(e) there are definite opportunities for a British Bank to estab- 
lish branches in Togo, where at present there are only three 
banks, all situated in Lomé, with no branches. All three have 
their local head office in another country. Apart from profitable 
participation in the expansion of the economy, good results 
should be obtained from ordinary banking operations con- 
ducted on British banking lines. 

In many of the above possibilities, the United Kingdom firm could, 
if desired, operate the venture in association with a local enterprise, 
or in certain cases with the Government of Togo, the degree of par- 
ticipation depending on the circumstances and the firm’s inclination. 
For capital projects some finance is likely to be required but the 
prospects for an adequate return on the investment are excellent and 
it is participation of this type which will do most to raise ‘Togo's 
standard of living and hence her purchasing power. a 

If the relatively large increase in direct imports of British goods 
envisaged in (d) above is to be achieved, opportunities exist for the 
establishment of more British commercial firms capable of under- 
taking capital development and exportation, as well as importing from 
the United Kingdom, to the mutual benefit of both. Indeed the 
establishment of at least one or two such firms is likely to be essential 
if the desired result is to be obtained. 

It will be useful to conclude this brief review with asummary of

Togo’s present economic situation, as indicated by the statistics for 
1959. Togo’s present-day exports were described in an earlier para- 
graph. Her imports include everything but the agricultural producc 
she grows herself and in 1959 totalled about {5:5 million. In that 
year exports were valued at £6°5 million though this favourable 
balance is likely to be reversed in 1960, largely due to imports of 
capital goods for the new Phosphate Mines project. Imports and 
exports are mainly in the hands of some ten foreign commercial 
houses, two of which are British, though there is a tendency towards 
the growth of smaller local firms. 


Although associated with the European Economic Community, 
Togo has no preferential duties and it is the Government's policy to 
maintain this common Tariff for all countries. The currency is the 
C.F.A. franc; at the present exchange rate of about 688 C.F.A. 
Francs to the Pound Sterling, 1,000 C.F.A. Francs has a value of 
about {1 10s. Od. 


Togo has budgeted for the expenditure of just over {4,800,000 in 
1961, a 17 per cent. increase over 1960. The budget is expected to be 
approximately balanced with estimated receipts of £4,600,000. 
Expenditure includes £1,334,000 (30 per cent.) for ‘Economic 
Development’ and £690,000 (14 per cent.) on Public Health. 


It will thus be seen that Togo’s economy, although underdeveloped, 
is essentially sound and well managed. It is hoped that some British 
firms, of all types, will think the opportunities which the writer 
believes to exist, are worth investigating. Their representatives will 
find a fund of good will exists for Britain, and the British Embassy will 
be happy to effect introductions in Lomé and offer any other assistance 
that may be required on the spot.

Trade and Financial Arrangements 


Finland and Poland 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between Finland and Poland, valid for 
1961, was signed in Helsinki on December 1, 1960. 


The agreement provides for increased Polish exports to Finland 
of coal, salt, calcined soda, casein, chemical and pharmaceutical 
products, machinery and bicycle parts and for increased Finnish 
exports to Poland of iron ore, cellulose, caidboard and paper. The 
quotas for Polish exports of motor vehicles and cycles and for Finnish 
exports of ilmenite and bag kraft paper have been reduced.

Czechoslovakia and Finland 


A PROTOCOL was signed in Prague on February 8 on the exchange 
of goods between Czechoslovakia and Finland in 1961. The volume 
of goods to be exchanged during 1961 will be approximately 19 per 
cent. higher than in 1960. 

Czechoslovak imports from Finland will include products of the 
woodworking and paper industries, cellulose products, ores, machinery 
and agricultural products. 

Finnish imports from Czechoslovakia will be mainly motor vehicles, 
machinery, textile and chemical goods. 


France and Finland

HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Rio de Janeiro report by telegraph 
that the Brazilian Ministry of Finance has announced that the con- 
version rate for the fiscal dollar, used for the calculation of ad valorem 
Customs duties will be Cruzeiros 222-50 per United States Dollar 
during March.

Tax Exemptions for New Industries 
THE MEXICAN Dhiario Oficial of March 3, 1961, published a general 


declaration of tax exemptions under the Law for the Encouragement 
of New and Necessary Industries in favour of the manufacture of 
melaminic and phenolic sheets with dielectric properties. 


This industry is declared to be of secondary importance but in 
order to obtain the necessary benefits, interested firms must comply 
with the following requirements: 


(a) Maintain the capital structure of their company in such a form that 
the Government may see that it cannot affect the net balance of 
payments of the country by the exportation of foreign exchange in 
the form of dividends, presents, technicians’ services, patent rights, 
interests, etc. 

(b) Foreign ‘employees, technicians or workers may only be employed 
during the first year of the concession. 

(c) Depending on the character of the company, total payments made to 
foreign employees or executives, including salaries, bonuses, 
honoraria, and all other types of services and loans, may not exceed 
20 per cent. of the total of such payments made to all personnel. 

(d) Overseas payments for presents, use of trade marks or patents, 
peg ye sod services, etc., shall not exceed 3 per cent. of the value 
of its sales 


Subject to the above conditions, exemptions of up to five years 


from most import duties, stamp taxes, sales tax and income tax 
would be granted.

Customs Duty Imposed on Aluminium Ladders 


THE IRISH REPUBLIC Revenue Commissioners announce that the 
Government have made an Order entitled the Imposition of Duties 
(No. 101) (Aluminium Ladders) Order, 1961. The effect of the Order, 
which came into operation on March 7, is to impose a Customs duty 
on aluminium ladders and portable steps and component parts of 
these articles. 


The new Tariff Item (Ref. No. 134/2) reads as follows:

BELGIUM 


Use of the Denomination ‘Wool’ 


A BELGIAN LAW, dated February 9, 1960 — Moniteur Belge No. 50 
of February 27, 1960 — laid down enabling legislation concerning the 


use of denominations for goods which are the object of commercial 
transactions. 


Arising from this law, a Royal Decree, dated February 20, 1961 
(Moniteur Belge No. 46 of February 23, 1961), lays down the require- 
ments which must be met before the denomination ‘laine’ (wool) or 
synonyms, derivatives or translations thereof may be used. It came 
into force on March 23, 1961.

Factory workers over 40 tend to be left with the worst jobs, yet 
managements seem neither to know nor care.

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PAKISTAN 


£3m. Loan for Railway Wagons 


AN AGREEMENT has been signed in Karachi for a Commonwealth 
Assistance Loan of £3 million from the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment to the Government of Pakistan. At the request of the Govern- 
ment of Pakistan the loan will be used for the purchase from the 
United Kingdom of railway wagons, which are vitally necessary to 
the expansion of Pakistan’s transport facilities. These are being 
improved in order to meet the increased activity resulting from the 
implementation of the Second Five Year Plan, and the Indus Basin 
development works, which will be carried out at the same time. 


The agreement was signed by the Minister of Finance for the 
Government of Pakistan, and by the High Commissioner for the 
United Kingdom in Pakistan on behalf of the Export Credits 
Guarantee Department. The terms of the loan provide for a re- 
payment period of twenty years, including a grace period of five 
years. 

The total value of United Kingdom Government loans to 
Pakistan now amounts to £28 million, of which £18 million have 
been made available since February, 1959, to help Pakistan to 
complete her First Five Year Plan and to make a start on the 
purchase of United Kingdom equipment urgently required for the 
implementation of the Second Plan. 


Export Bonus Scheme 


GOVERNMENT OF PAKISTAN Press Note E. No. 1173, dated 
February 28, announces that in view of the fact that there is adequate 
textile printing capacity already installed in the country, the Pakistan 
Government have decided not to allow unrestricted import of printing 
machinery on bonus vouchers. Restricted imports of modern printing 
machinery for replacement purposes only may, however, be permitted.

Customs Duty Drawback 


Unper G.S.R. 188, dated February 18, the Government of India 
have published the Customs and Central Excise Duties Export 
Drawback (General) Rules, 1961, which gives details of drawback 
to be allowed on imported materials on which Customs and Excise 
duty has been paid, and which are used in the manufacture of certain 
goods, when they are manufactured in, and exported from, India. 


The list of goods includes: certain fabrics; certain plastic goods; certain 
cigarettes; certain steel products; hydraulic brake fluid; potassium citrate 
monohydrate; pipe or cigarette tobacco; certain glass or glassware; jute 
manufactures; dichromates; chromic acid; paper products; ivory products;

Goods Subject to Price Control 


THE CEYLON Government Gazette Extraordinary, No. 12,303 dated 
March 2, 1961, gives details of two Orders applying price control to a 
range of foodstuffs, and crockery and tumblers within the Municipal 
area of Colombo. 

By virtue of the powers Vested in the Controller of Prices (Food) 
by Section 4 of the Control of Prices Act, No. 29 of 1950, the Con- 
troller of Prices (Food) does by this Order: 


(i) fix with immediate effect the prices specified in columns 2 and 3 


of the Schedule hereto to be a wholesale dealer’s maximum wholesale 
price per hundredweight gross and a retail dealer’s maximum retail 
price per pound nett to a consumer, respectively, above which the 
articles specified in the corresponding entry in column 1 of the 
Schedule shall not be sold within the Municipal Limits of the Town 
of Colombo; 


(ii) direct that for the purpose of this Order: 


(a) any sale of any quantity of an article specified in column 1 
of the Schedule for the purpose of re-sale, or any sale of an article 
specified in column 1 of the Schedule, in a quantity of one hundred- 
weight gross or more at a time shall be deemed to be a sale by 
wholesale ; 


(b) any sale of any quantity of an article specified in column 1 of the 
Schedule, less than one hundredweight gross for the purpose 
of consumption or use shall be deemed to be a sale by retail; 


(iii) direct that in every area where maximum prices are fixed by this 


Order, no person shall sell any article specified in column 1 of the 
Schedule which is adulterated with any other article; 


(iv) direct that in every area where maximum prices are fixed by this 


deemed to be the standard pound avoirdupois weight; 


(vi) direct that in every area where maximum prices are fixed by this 
Order, every person who sells any article specified in column 1 
of the Schedule by wholesale shall, and every person who sells any 
article specified in column 1 of the Schedule by retail shall, on 
demand, give the purchaser thereof a receipt in which there shall be 
set out: 

(a) the date of the sale; 

(b) the quantity of such article sold (by weight); 

(c) the price paid for the quantity sold; and 

(d) the nature of the transaction, that is to say, whether the sale was 
by wholesale or by retail; 

(vii) direct that when any article specified in column 1 of the Schedule is 
sold, the maximum prices referred to in column 2 and 3 of that 
Schedule shall include the price of wrapper or container, if any, 
in which such article is sold.
